(b) PURPOSES FOR ECONOMIC AND INFRASTRUC-8

TURE DEVELOPMENT GRANTS.—Section 15501(a) of such 9

title is amended to read as follows: 10

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—A Commission may make grants 11

to States and local governments, Indian tribes, and public 12

and nonprofit organizations for projects, approved in ac-13

cordance with section 15503— 14

‘‘(1) to develop the transportation infrastruc-15

ture of its region; 16

‘‘(2) to develop the basic public infrastructure 17

of its region; 18
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‘‘(3) to develop the telecommunications infra-1

structure of its region; 2

‘‘(4) to assist its region in obtaining job skills 3

training, skills development and employment-related 4

education, career pathways, apprenticeships opportu-5

nities, entrepreneurship, technology, job coaching to 6

address the cliff effect, work supports (including 7

child care), and business development; 8

‘‘(5) to provide assistance to severely economi-9

cally distressed and underdeveloped areas of a region 10

that lack financial resources for improving basic 11

health care, two-generational practices that improve 12

school and workforce readiness and success, and 13

other public services, including work supports crit-14

ical for families seeking employment which may in-15

clude quality child care, transportation, health, and 16

dlesex, and New London in the State of Connecticut. 25
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‘‘(3) MASSACHUSETTS.—The counties of 1

Hampden, Plymouth, Barnstable, Essex, Worcester 2

and Bristol in the State of Massachusetts.’’. 3
